These people could be reminded, however, that nations, 
as well as individuals, may learn from experience and that the U.N.O., will 
undoubtedly be a more solid structure, because of the knowledge gained 
from the workings of the League of Nations.

Those who will not face the fact that there are grave problems which must 
be worked out, and others, who look upon the United Nations’ Organization 
as merely an idealistic attempt at co-operation, destined for failure, are 
both working against their own interests and against our greatest hope for 
security in the future. “Had it not been for the existence of the United Na- 
tions during the post-war period,” Mr. Welles said, “I am pursuaded that 
there would be little, if any, hope today of saving humanity from world an- 
archy. “If a statesman of Mr. Welles’ experience and ability believes this, 
surely the U.N.O. does merit at least the reconsideration of those who now 
place little faith in its effectiveness. Confidence, dnd a realistic attitude on 
the part of everyone toward the major problems of the times, might go far 
in improving conditions now and in the future.
